WINS PEACE CONTEST 



Richard Barss, of Oregon State Col- 
lege, took first place in the State Ora- 
torical Peace Contest, at Linifield Col- 
lege, Friday might, February 10. Thom- 
as Page of Linfield College took second 
place, and third went to Everett Hum- 
mel of Pacific University. 

The winning oration was entitled "The 
Red Juggernaut." It likened' the atti- 
tude of the world toward the War God. 
the great Red Juggernaut, to that of 
the Eastern peoples toward the blue 
Juggernaut. The oration suggested as 
ways to peace, doing away with mili- 
tary training, teaching world history, 
and putting armament manufacturing 
under government control to destroy all 
personal profits. 

Mr. Page's oration was "The Stan- 
dard of Peace." He pictured the horors 
of war and suggested progress along 
the lines of law, order, and schools. 

The third oration was "This Glorious 
Business." In, tt Mr. Hummel stressed 
the costs of the last war. In deaths, in 
money, and in, the destruction of ideals 
and social institutions. He suggested 
the broadcasting of these and similar 
facts as a means toward peace. 

One of the outstanding things about 
the contest was the curious lack of 
unanimity among the judges as to what 
constitutes good oratory. This is shown 
in the fact that in the judging, Loyde 
Osburn, Pacific College's representative, 
was given a first, a third, a fourth, a 
fifth, and a sixth. The -coaches from 
the different schools act as judges, each 
judging every entrant but -his own. 

Although Mr. Osburn did not place, 
he delivered a splendid oration in a very 
convincing manner amd Pacific College 
may well be proud of her candidate.
